Twenty-eight men have been entombed beyond all hope of 
recovery by a terrible mine explosion which occurred yesterday 
at the Maltby Main Colliery, near Rotherham, South Yorkshire. 

Five rescue parties, which were joined by Mr. Herbert 
€mith, President of the Miners’ Federation, and two Labour 
M.P.s, and included 12 doctors, succeeded after hours of 
perilous work in bringing a small party of victims alive to 
the surface. 


Heart-rending scenes were witnessed at the pit-head many 
cf the relatives refusing to abandon hope even when it was 
clear that nothing more could be achieved by human effort.
